BUSSIA FEARS 


RED CARNIVAL} 


Throughout the Empire 


at Any Moment May Result in 
Carnage—The People Seem 
Bent on a Revolu- 
tion. 


St. Petersburg, April 24.—The news 
from Poland paints a picture of veritable 
terror before the expected storm. A 
letter received here reads: 

“You know what happened at Warsaw. 
but you only know part of what is oc- 
curring throughout the country. All Po- 
land is in a great conflagration of 80- 
cialism, terror of which is everywhere 
existing at terrible panic. We expect at 
Easter a general massacre of the Rus- 
slan government Officials and the weal- 
thy and the blowing up of the Vistula 
bridge to prevent the arrival of™troops 
from Russia. 

“The police are doing nothing. They 
pretend to be blind and deaf to what is 
passing around them. The existing re- 
gime is the cause of discontent, which is 
on the increase among the idle work- 
men driven from the factories and rail- | 
roads because they are Poles. They say 
they wil] have vengeance. 

A letter from Vilna says: 

“Work is impossible under the exist- 
ing conditions. The government's com- 
Jnissions have accomplished nothing and 


convinced that open revolt and the Day- 
onet are the only remedies. Easter may 
witness the inauguration of another in- 
surrection like that of 1863, which began 
as this may with a Russian massacre.’’ 

Commenting on the above, The Russ 
declares the government must act 
promptly if an awful] carnage is to be 
averted. The only thing to be done, 
it says, is to summon the moderates to 
give guarantees that the promised re- 
forms will be realized. 

Festival Turned Into Riot. 

Viadikavkaz, North Caucasia, April 24, 
The spring festival today was turned 
into a revolutionary demonstration. Cos- 
sacks and police dispersed the crowds, 
using the flats of their swords. 

Many persons were injured, including 
some women and children, but no one 
is reported to have been killed.

Wife Saw Him Arrested. 

When the federal marsha] called at the 
Bigelow residence to serve the warrant, 
the former bank president was in the 
library with his wife. Mrs. Bigelow re- 
fused to withdraw, and the warrant was 
read jn her presence. 

“I'll be ready to go with you at once,” 
said the banker. Then he kissed his 
wife an- affectionate farewell and left 
with the officér, the two walking to the 
federal building, where a court commis- 
sioner was in waiting. Nene of Mr. Bige- 
low’s friends were dn the court room dur. 
ing the brief proceedings. 

When the resolution was adopted re- 
moving Mr, Bigelow from the presidency 
of the bank, Henry Goll, assistant cash- 
ier, was also removed, The removal of 
the assistant cashier was due to the state- 
ment of President Bigelow that he was 
aided Sy Goll in concealing the shortage 
in the bank’s accounts, 

The method adopted was an old one. 
Collection accounts were manipulated to 
the extent ef forty, and in some in- 
Stances 60 per cent, to make it appear 
that the reserve fund was intact. and 
the amount of the increased ‘collection 
fund was diverted to special stock opera- 
tions. The reserve maintained in eastern 
banks was tampered with, the books of 
the First national being fixed so that 
the reserve appeared to be layger by sev- 
eral hundreds of thousands of dollars 
than it really was. In the falsifying of 
records and the manipulation of the re- 
serves, Bigelow declares he was aided 
by Assistant Cashier Goll and two book- 
keepers in the bank. These bookkeepers 
acted on the orders of Bigelow and they 
have neither been discharged or suspend- 
ed, and they will be called as witnesses 
in the criminal proceedings against the 
former bank president. | 


Manipulation of Accounts, 

The manipulation of accounts has been 
going on for months, according to the 
statement of one of the directors, but so 
cleverly was the work done that neither 
the directors nor the national bank ex- 
aminers were able to discover the fact 
that anything was wrong with the funds 
of the bank. The first intimation that 
there were irregularities came to Charles 
F, Pfister, one of the directors, Friday 
morning. An employee of the bank 
called at Mr. Pfister’s home and told 
him he had something to reveal) rezgard- 
ing the bank. While his information was 
meager, it was sufficient to awaken the 
Suspicions of Mr, Pfister and to start 
an investigation. President Bigelow was 
taxed with the {Irregularities and he is 
Said to have admitted his guilt. Then 
followed the meeting of the directors and 
the full eonfession. 

As soon as the directors ascertained 
the full extent of the peculations steps 
were taken to protect the depositors and 
other creditors, Charles F. Pfister sub. 
Scribed $600,000 to a fund to make good 
the surplus. John I. Beggs, president 
of the Milwaukee Electric Railway’ and 
Light Company, gave $300,000. William 
Bigelow, a brother of the president, 
added $100,000 to the amount. Other 
directors subscribed lesser sums until the 
fmount raised reached $1,635,000. 


Million from Chicago. 


Prior to this the directors had been 
In conference with leading bankers of 
Chicago and New York. Three Chicago 
bankers came to Milwaukee on an early 
train and went Into conference with tne 
directors of the First national. As a re- 
sult of this meeting $1,000,000 was ‘ent 
to Milwaukee by Chicago banks to reach 
the city before the news of the defaica- 
tion was made public. Several hundred 
thousand dollars in gpld was transferred 
to the First national by local banks, so 
that institution wag prepared for the 
run that was expected. Every precau- 
tion had been taken to keep the fact of 
the shortage from the public until the 
affairs of the bank could be put tn con- 
dition against any emergencies that 
might arise. 

When the bank closed its doors tnis 
afternoon more than two thousand de- 
rositors were clamoring for their money. 
Nearly $1,000,000 had been paid out in 
the course of two hours, and but a small 
percentage of the customers demanding 
the closing of their accounts had been 
served. One of the first callers was a 
business man, who presented a check for 
$100,000, the entire amount of his ac- 
count. He was followed by the city 
treasurer, who drew out $300,000 of the 
city funds. Withdrawals in sums raneg- 
ing from $1,000 to $10,000 quickly fol- 
lowed and by 2 o'clock In the afternoon 
a line of people extended from the bank 
east on Wisconsin street to Broadway 
and in the other direction around the cor- 
ner and north on East Water street. The 
chamber of commerce was one of the 
concerns that was quick to withdraw its 
funds. The state of Wisconsin has sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars depositcd 
in the bank, and {ft fs said that also will

Storm Extends fom Texas 
Panhandle to Wyoming, 


Telegruph Wires Are Down and Salt 
Lake City Is Entirely Isolated.

Denver, April 24.—The storm that be- 
gan early Sunday morning continued 
throughout today. The downpour changed 
from rain to snow about thidnight and 
the plains of eastern Colorado were cov- 
ered with from 6 to 8 inches of heavy 
wet snow.

down by the. supreme court of the 
United States touching the sale of 
liquor to Indians, a penitentiary of- 
fense under the federal statutes. 

The case in question came from 
Kansas and had to do with the sale 
of whisky to a Kickapoo Indian who 
bore the highly civilized name of 
John Butler. The man who sold him 
the whisky, Albert Heff, was duly 
convicted under the old non-inter- 
course laws governing the relatidns 
of whites and red men and sent to 
the penitentiary. It so happened that 
John Butler was no longer a reserva- 
| tion Indian in the old tribal sense, 
but Had become an “Indo-American” 
‘by taking his allotment of land from 
ithe government, as so many western 
‘Indians have done or are about 
ito do. 
| Heff’s attorneys, convinced that 
‘the altered status of the Kickapoo 
brave prevented him from remaining 
an Indian within the purview of the 
law, petitioned the supreme court for 
a writ of habeas corpus on the 
grounds stated, alleging that, in con- 
sequence, their client was unconsti- 
tutionally deprived of his liberty. 

The writ was duly granted by. the 
highest tribunal in the nation, Jus- 
tice Brewer delivering the opinion, the 
gist of which we quote, as follows: 

We are of the opinion that when the 
|United States grants the privileges of 
‘citizenship to an Indian, gives to him 
the benefit of it and requires him to be 
subject to the laws, both civil and crimi- 
nal, of the state, ft places him outside 
| the reach of police regulations on the 


/part of congress; that the emancipation | 


itrom federal control thus created cannot 
be set aside at the instance of the gov- 
ernment without the consent of the in- 
dividual Indian, and the state, and that 
the emancipation from federal control Is 
not afffected by the fact that the lands 
it has granted to the Indian are granted 
subject to a condition against alienation 
and incumberance, or the further fact 
that it guarantees to him anh interest in 
tribal or. other property. 
court of Kansas did not have jurisdiction 
of the offense charged and therefore the 
petitioner is entitled to his discharge 
from imprisonment. 

It would seem from the foregoing 
that the petitioner was released from 
custody on the ground of court juris- 
diction, rather than on a fair test of 
the interesting question involved, but 
the supreme court’ evidently holds 
that an allotment Indian is not a 
| reservation Indian and cannot longer 
'be treated as a ward of the govern- 
| ment.

Atlanta Rates Too LowP 

There is one community at least wnich 
enters the protest that it has been dis- 
criminated against by the railroads in 
favor of Atlanta, an interesting discovery 
which was made yesterday by Railroad 
Commissioner Joseph M. Brown. 

Railroad Commissioner J. H. Earle, of 
South Carolina, whose home is at Green- 
vile, 8S. C., cailed on Commissioner Brown 
at the capitol yesterday and in the 
course of the conversation informea him 
that the South Carolina railroad commis- 
sion would hold a meeting at Greenville 
on May !2 next for the purpose of dis- 
‘cussing the question of interstate rates, 
Wihile the South Carolina commission 
has no contro] of interstate rates, it has 
determined to see if some relief fron 
what are considered unjust discrimina- 
tions cannot be secured. 

“Up to a short time ago,” Mr. Earle 
said, “Greenville had the same rates 
from points in the east as Atlanta. Then 
the railroads made some concessions to 
Atlanta and your city now gets freight 
from New York and other eastern points 
at much lowér rates than does Green- 
ville. We regard this as an unjust dis- 
crimination in favor of Atlanta, since 
Greenville is severa] miles nearer the 
eastern markets, and we want this dis- 
crimination removed.” 

Commissioner Brown considered it noth- 
ing short of remarkable that one place 
should «shave been found which was dlis- 
criminated against in favor of Atlanta, 


Hiram Warner’s Will. 
An interesting case involving the con- 


,|Struection of, the ,will of the late Chief 


Justice Hiram “Warner,. of the supreme 
court, was argued in the supreme court 
yesterday. The casé is that of H. W. 
Hill, executor, and others, plaintiffs in 
error, against BE. B. Terrell and others, 
defendants in error. The interesting fea- 
ture of the case is-that this will was 
drawn by Chief Justice Warner while 
he was still chief justice of the supreme 
court, and it is now ‘before the court 
over which he formerly presided for so 
many years, for construction, 

The point involved in the case is wheth- 
er Judge Warner left his property to his 
daughters in fee simple, or merely gave 
them an estate for life to. go to their 
Dr. E. B. Ter- 
|rell claims the right to share equally in 
‘his late wife’s estate with their daugh- 
ter, his wife having been a daughter of 
Judge Warner, while Executor Hill holds 
that all of the ‘property should go to 
Mrs. Terrell’s daughter under the terms 
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of the will. The amount involved is said 
to be about $30,000, while the tota] value 
of the estate left by Judge Warner is 
sald to have been in the neighborhood of 
$100,000, 

The case was argued on one side by 
Executor Warner Hill himself, while on

CASE DISMISSED BY COURT. 


Texas County Authorities Win Case

Columbus, Ohio, April 24.—Speeding 
from an angry mob of 400 white people 
at Mount Vernon, Knox county, early to- 
day, a deputy of Sheriff James C. Shal- 
jlenbarger, in an automobile, rescued 
George Copeland, a negro aged 20, who 
had been tracked to his home by blood- 
hounds and arrested shortly after mid- 


| night. on the charge of assaulting and 


murdering Miss Miranda Bricker, a white 
woman aged 55 years, Saturday night. 

As soon as the word got out that the 
negro had been placed in jail, the mob 
quickly gathered and the cowering and 
frightened Copeland was hastily disguis- 
ed by a big overcoat and packed into the 
bottom of the automobile, and one of the 
sheriff's deputies jumped in and dashed 
through a back street and started on the 
Way to Centerburg, about I2 miles. dis- 
tant, where Copeland will be placed on a 
Cleveland, Akron and Columbus train, 
which js expected to arrive in Columbus 
today at 2 p m. 

The mob has not as yet learned of the 
transfer and it is being.momentarily aug- 
mented by people ¢rom the country dis- 
tricts attracted to the city by the news 
of the murder and the threatened vio- 
lence. 

Sheriff; Shallenbarger addressed the

The market became 
steady late in the day on-an improved 
demand, Armour 4« Co. being credited 
with heavy purchases of May and Juiy 
options. The slump in May created ex- 
treme weakness in distant deliveries, tne 
July option closing at a net loss of 2c 
Corn, oats and provisions likewise were 
affected by the break in wheat, Maj 
corn being off | !-2@i 5-8c at the closé 
July corn is down | 1|-4c, July oats show 
a loss of 1-4@3-8c.

The break in May wheat began with 
initial transactions, opening quotations 
being 2@4c lower at 96@98c. July was 
Off 1-4@3-8e¢ to 3-4@7-8c at 86@86 !-2c. 
During the first few minutes of business 
Armour & Co. made an effort to give 
the market some support, but the traders 
in general regarded the move merely as 
an attempt to create a higher market on 
which to dispose of additional Gaies 
wheat. The selling was so general and 
so persistent that soon all efforts to stop 
the decline were abandoned. Everybody 
seemed to have May wheat for sale, and 
few appeared willing to buy. Before 
the session was half ended the price of 
May had dropped to 92 !I-2c. Meantime 
the July option. had sold off to 94 3-4c. 
Many traders were of the opinion that 
during the heavy selling early in the ses- 
sion the remainder of the Gates line of 
May wheat was entirely sold out. In 
addition to the slump in the price of 
May, distant deliveries were affected by 
heavy rains throughout the winter wheat 
section and predictions of more rain to 
follow increased the bearishness.
